WILSON AND HOOVER OR TRUST? 


The people of this country can doubtless 
Imake their choice of food dictators as between 
president Wilson and Herbert C. Hoover oa 
fihe one hand or the food trusts and price 
'^ers on the other. 
. If the people can make up their minds as 
the side upon which their own best inter- 
ests lie and contrive to let congress have the 
benefit of their judgment and preferences, 
that will congress be most likely to do. 
' Congress has a vast liking to hear itself 
ialk. 


Congress frequently imagines it is display- 
ing immense statesmanship, whereas, congress 
^^s only making its wonted and peculiar noise. 


But congress seldom makes so much noise 
,of its orotund mellifluousness as to drown the 
yoice of the people, Avhen that voice makes a 
rasping like the transaction of serious busi- 
ness with an agent. 


So if the people will just make up their 
minds whether potatoes and flour and beef 
and sugar and such like proven'der will be 
more readily had and more reasonably priced 
with Mr. Hoover invested with the say-so than 
if the whole shootin' match is left to the sweet 
will of the conspirators and extortioners, and 
then pass the word along to congress, there 
will not be much further trouble about it. 
Only it should be done with some dispatch. 


If there is to be food control it should begin 
its job of controlling long about July 1, when 
the wheat crop starts to come in. 


There will not be much use of control by 
the government after the speculators have got 
a tail-holt and a down-hill pull on the con- 
trolling.

the state, then that policy will be a good 
thing to cut out forthwith. 


By every consideration of fair play no less 
than respect to all the precedents, Lieutenant 
Luther Mertz, of Battery D, has honest title 
to the captaincy. It is his right at least to 
prove his merit as an officer by the only test 
there can be. There is the more force to this 
because the promise was given him that if he 
would withdraw his resignation as first lieu- 
tenant the captaincy would be offered him. 
It is, moreover, the right of the battery to 
have the command given to one of its own 
officers, according to almost immemorial 
usage practiced in respect to volunteer or- 
ganizations. 


If the state's military department is to be 
administered throughout upon such policy as 
has been disclosed by the appointment of an 
Indianapolis man to the command of this Fort 
Wayne organization, it requires no gift of 
prophecy to foretell what the effect of it will 
be in the work of recruiting volunteer units 
hereafter. It is unfortunate and it will con- 
tinue for the state and for the country if po- 
litical pull,' partisan politics 
and flagrant 
favoritism are to have decisive influence in the 
selection of officers for organizations of the 
guards. 


If there be any reason why Lieutenant 
Mertz should be jumped over to get a capable 
captain for the battery of which he is now the 
ranking officer, the case presents a diff^reat 
aspect. But there is no such reason known 
and it is not believed that any such rcas'ju 
exists. He is fully and fairly entitbd to the 
promotion and an opportunity to show his 
fitness and capacities for command.

EARLY DECISION DEMANDED. 


From the bench of the Indianapolis superior 
ilcourt Judge Thornton has handed down a de- 
cision that, while holding the act for a con- 
ìBtitùtional convention to be valid, denies the 
:women of Indiana the right to vote for dele 
^ates at the election to be held for that pur- 
pose in September. This decision is given in 
|the W. H. Bennett suit purposed to test the 
|jconstitutiohal validity of the act by the last 
general assembly providing for a constitu- 
tional convention. 
i. There ought to be no needless delay in get- 
^^ng this question, as touching the rights of 
^women, before thè supreme court'of Indiana 
tfor a final decision and there ought to be no 
itardiness o fthat tribunal getting its judgment 
|before the people. The women of Indiana are 
¡applying themselves with much patriotic in- 
;i»rest and no little energy to preparation for 
^^he election of delegates. They expect to vote 
^»nd they desire to vote intelligently. It is but 
;the truth and only fair to say that the women 
iof the state are taking a far livelier interest 
¡than the men in the election of delegates. If 
fthey are to be denied the right to vote for con- 
yention delegates the sooner they know 4;hat 
ithe better it ,will be. 


The decision of Judge Thornton holds that 
the act providing for a constitutional conven- 
tion is valid, thus denying that contention of 
the Bennett suit which sought to overthrow 
the entire act and make a wreck of the pur- 
pose to give the state a new constitution. 
That this phase of the decision will stand there 
is hardly reason to doubt. 
It would be a 
singular status of any self-governing people if 
they were found to be impotent to inaugurate 
steps for the change of their basic law. 


Judge Thornton suggests, anent the limited 
Bufirage act, that steps be taken to test the 
constitutionality of that entire law. If there 
is to be such a question raised no doubt that 
would be well. The women voters of Indiana 
^der that act expect to participate in the 
municipal elections next November. 
They 
ere preparing to do that and there should be 
no question of their right to do it if they 
undertake it. The promoter» of the suffrage

Government in this country is main- 
tained for the common benefit of the 
people. It is the means through which 
the 
people 
supply 
themselves 
with 
common needs such as roads, schools 
and 
waterworks and provide 
them- 
selves with common protection against 
enemies, thieves, accidents and disease. 


Every citizen receives his share of 
these benefits. 
Indeed every citizen 
receives enormous benefits f r o m the 
government at a very small cost. 
If 
every person paid 
equally it 
would 
cost each person about |30 a year and 
for this small sum all of the advan- 
tages of civilized life are afforded. 


The total cost of 
all 
government, 
amounting in 
normal years 
to over 
three billion dollars, is raised by tax- 
ation. 
The national government gets 
its money from tariff duties, taxes on 
liquor and tobacco/ Income taxes on 
persons and corporations and various 
stamp taxes. 
In war time, of course, 
there are many 
speicial 
taxes. 
The 
state governments 
get 
their 
money 
principally from a tax on 
property, 
inheritance taxes, corporation 
taxes 
and licenses. 
A few states have an 
Income tax. 
Cities get their 
money 
from taxes on property, licenses, busi- 
ness taxes and special assessments of 
property 
benefited by 
improvements 


The first consideration 
in 
raising 
money l y taxation is that the amount 
shall be distributed justly among the 
people and that each shall bear his 
fair share of the burden; 
That fair 
share is determined by two 
factors, 
the benefits received and the ability 
to pay. 


Some taxes are directly based upon 
benefits 
received. 
Street 
improve- 
ihents 
advance property 
values and 
the property is assessed according to 
the benefits. 
People pay for postagfe 
service and public utility service in 
proportion to the service received. 


But for the main work of govern- 
ment, that 
of 
providmg 
highways, 
education, 
charities, 
health 
protec- 
tion, conservation, military and naSval 
protection, etc., there is no means of 
f 
etermining the 
benefits derived by 
ach and we are forced to fall back 
on ability to pay as the justest way 
of distributing the 
tax. 
When 
the 
Indiana constitution was 
f r a m e d 
in 
1851, the 
fairest 
way 
to 
distribute 
the burden of taxation was by putting 
it on property. 
A man's 
ability 
to 
pay was roughly based on the amount 
of property which he held. 
Having 
determined how much property each 
Ijerson had, the tax was assessed in 
proportion. 


So the f r a m e r s put this 
provision 
in the constitution: "The general as- 
sembly shall provide by law 
for 
a 
uniform and equal rate of assessment 
and 
taxation; 
and 
shall 
prescribe 
such reegulations 
as shall 
secure 
a 
Just 
valuation 
for 
taxation 
of 
all 
property, both real and^ personal, ex- 
cepting such only for m'unicipal, edu- 
cational. literary, 
scientific, 
religious 
or charitable purposes, 
as 
may 
be 
specially exempted by law." 
(Art. X. 
Sec. 1). 


Under this provision 
one kind 
of 
tax 
only 
is 
permissible, namely, 
a 


direct 
property 
tax. 
All 
property 
must be assessed at its true value and 
taxed accordingly. 
If it were possi- 
ble to find all the 
property 
of 
the 
state and assess it a t its true value, 
the system would undoubtedly 
work 
with reasonable fairness. 
It was pos- 
sible to do that In 1861, for property 
then consisted practically entirely in 
lands and improvements 
which 
the 
assessor could see. 
It Is not possible 
today to secure a fair assessment of 
property, because half the wealth of 
the state 
consists of stocks, 
bonds, 
notes, mortgages and other intangible 
property which the 
assessor 
cannot 
^see '»nd which the owner does not tell 
about. 
As a result the property which 
can be seen is assessed and bears the 
principal 
burden. 
The. 
intangible 
wealth escapes and more 
and 
more 
people are putting their money into 
intangible property or else are m a k - 
ing investments outside of the state. 


As a resîult of the escape of p'ers9nal 
property 
from • taxation, the 
burden 
falls very heavily on real estate and 
tangible property. 
In some cities in 
the state the total tax exceeds 6 per 
cent. 
This 
means t h a t 
the 
entire 
income of a 6 per cent bond is taken 
for taxation if the bond is assessed 
at full value. 
If the bond pays 5 per 
cent, as most bonds do, then the owner 
pays not only all the income but an 
extra 1 per cent for the privilege of 
owning it. 


It is argued 
that the 
remedy for 
this condition is to enforce the ^aw 
and see that every dollar of property 
is placed on the assessment roll. 
It is 
pointed out that if all property were 
assessed the tax need 
not 
exceed 1 
per cent, and the plea is raised for 
1 full valuation and a tax limitation. 


The answer to this is made that it 
is impossible to secure a full valua- 
tion; 
that 
intangible 
property 
will 
escape and that the better the pro- 
vision is 
enforced, the 
worse 
it 
is. 
These statements are supported 
by 
the 
experience 
of the .world. 
No- 
where has any country succeeded in 
assessing personal 
property 
in 
any- 
where near its total value. 
The 
ob- 
vious results of attempts to 
enforce 
would be to put unfair burdens upon 
the kinds of personal property which 
can readily be found. 
For instance, 
it would be easy 
to 
get 
the 
total 
amount each person has on deposit in 
Indiana banks, but if it were tried the 
banks would have to close their doors 
because of the rush of withdrawals. 


If by magic all property could be 
placed on the tax roll in a day, such a 
condition would not result, for the tax 
would not be confiscatory. 
But magic 
results do not happen and from experi- 
ence it appears t ahftull valuation or 
anything like it is a dream. 


Authorities on taxation 
throughout 
the country 
agree 
unanimously 
on 
the proposition that the general prop- 
erty tax is a failure. 
State after state 
is abandoning it as the sole means of 
raising revenue and turning their ef- 
forts to the classiffed property tax and 
the income tax as the proper systems 
of taxation. 
These will be discussed 
separately in succeeding chapters. 


One of the chief difficulties of the 


general property tax for state 
pur- 
poses is that of equalization 
a m o n g 
t h e counties. 
The 
assessments 
a r e 
made by township assessors and ara 
subject to review by the county as- 
sessor. 
The assessors in one county 
may assess property at 30 per cent of 
its value while In another county the 
assessment may be 6 per cent of tha 
value. 
When we come to levy a state 
tax it is plain that one county would 
pay only half as much in proportion to 
its property as the other—an indefens- 
ible thing and yet of common occuir- 
rence. 


To remedy this condition, the board 
of state tax commissioners is created. 
It is their duty to assess railroads anc^ 
other carriers for the entire state and 
to equalize the 
assessments 
of the 
counties by forcing the "slackers" to 
raise their assessments and thus bear 
their share of the state expense. 


The board needs extensive powers to 
do this work and these, the legislature 
has not given. 
ThCj board needs the 
power to control all local assessors so 
that they may enforce their 
orders 
in establishing fairness in the taxing 
system throughout the state. 
Many 
states have given their state boards 
power to appoint the local assessors 
under a system of examination for fit- 
ness. The plan works well for it makes 
a profession of the very intricate busi- 
ness of assessment and good men are 
attracted to the work. 


Little can be said in commendation 
of the Indiana taxing system. 
It does 
not enforce a fair and equal assess- 
ment of property and by relying upon 
the false promise that 
all 
property 
can be assessed equally, it puts the 
burden on real estate and other tangi- 
ble 
property. 
Inequalities 
of 
the 
grossest kind occur between difCerent 
counties and different kinds of prop- 
erty in the same county. 
Neither the 
benefit theory or the "ability to pay" 
theory prevails but rather a sort of 
"grab bag" theory under which 
we 
grab blindly what we can for taxa- 
tion. 


The system aside from 
its 
direct 
failure is harmful in its failure to make 
of the people willing tax payers. 
If all 
people could realize that the tax bur- 
dens were equitably distributed, they 
would soon learn to weigh the vast 
ben&fits of government against their 
small taxes and would gladly pay. 
But 
when the people know the inequalities 
and unjust distribution of burden they 
pay their taxes grudgingly as though 
they were paying to the tax collector 
o( a king instead of their own 
ap- 
pointed agent who collécts the taxes 
for the common welfare.

be without fuel because they will have 
no money to meet the prices which 
will be asked. 


Two years ago, in England, nearly 
300,000 miners enlisted in the army. 
Shafts were deserted and many of the 
mines ran half time or closed entirely. 
The 
effect was noticed 
throughout 
Blngland at once. 
With the immediate 
decrease of the output, the prices be- 
gan to soar. 
Even 
the 
industries 
which were Immediately necessary to 
the conduct of the war suffered be- 
cause they could not obtain fuel. 
In 
this way the output of munitions and 
of a r m s suffered, and the kindred in- 
dustries suffered also. 


The difficulty was solved in 
Eng- 
land by reversing the procees of re- 
cruiting—that is, the miner 
soldiers 
were released from a r m y service and 
returned to 
the 
mines, where 
they 
could be infinitely more useful than 
they could be in the trenches. The net 
result of the mistake was the exact 
amount of time lost by the men In 
training. 


The British delegates during their 
recent visit to America cautioned our 
government about this mistake, 
and 
placed the matter definitely before the 
officials. 
Nevertheless, 
It Is 
under- 
stood, that the anthracite mines are 
suffering right 
now 
because 
m a n y 
miners are enlisting, and the goveim- 
ment will doubtless soon have to take 
steps to prevent a possible blunder In 
connection with this problem of the 
coal supply.

It is estimated that there are 4,000 
gardens in Fort Wayne at the present 
time. 


When Fort Wayne garden enthusi- 
asts started in this spring to encourage 
the planting of more gardens and the 
raising of more foodstuffs they did not 
dream for a minute that their cam- 
paign would result in any such gen- 
eral plowing up of town lots, lawns 
and waste plaaces as has characterized 
the season* In this city. 


The same spirit has been manifested 
all over northeastern Indiana. 
Allen 
county has responded most nobly to 
the appeal. 
The reason for it was im- 
perative. 
The people became alarmed 
by the necessity for more foodstuffs 
created by the war. Ground that never 
before knew the touch of the garden- 
er's hand is this year coming through 
with the finest kjnd of vegetable crops. 


However, there are many amateurs 
in the game and there is certain to be a 
large number of failures. Frank Hilge- 
mann, 
of 
this 
city, 
has 
probably 
worked harder than any 
other 
one 
man in Fort Wayne to impress upon 
the people the necessity of gardens. He 
was appointed head of the work here 
and he has been preaching gardens 
ever since. 
As a result of the efforts 
of the committee gaodena sprung up 
everywhere. 
In the most neglected 
and forsaken spots in the least desira- 
ble neighborhoods gardens appeaxed. 
Trash 
dumps 
were 
converted 
into 
green spots. 
Debris, tin cans and rub- 
bish of all kinds were raked 
away. 
Many a lot was cleared to make room 
for a 
garden, 
and 
some 
of 
these 
"dumps" 
are 
producing 
excellent 
crops. 
L/ots that never before pro- 
duced anything more valuable 
than 
dock, 
plantain, jimpson 
weeds 
and 
thistles are now waying areas of gar- 
den greenery. Two potatoes now grow 
where one dandelion grew before. 


River and creek bottoms, heretofore 
regarded as being useless and unpro- 
ductive, have been made to do their 
"bit" in the present crisis. 
Beautiful 
lawns have been plowed "hp and plant- 
ed in potatoes, beans, and other truck. 
One of the notable cases of this class 
is found at the home of William P. 
Cooper at Berry and Jackson streets. 
One entire side of his lawn along Jack- 
son street that was last year green 
with grass has been planted In pota- 
toes that seem to be doing very nicely. 


In Other Cities. 


What Fort Wayne is doing in the 
way of making gardens out of waste 
places and places that never before 
were used for gardening other cities 
in the state also are doing. 
No city 
has a monopoly upon the patriotism 
that prompted the institution of the 
garden campaign. 


At Marion the tennis courts near the 
Marion Normal institute were 
con- 
verted into gardens, and gardens are 
to be found in many out-of-the-way 
places. 


It was reported from Goshen some 
time ago that a circus agent had made 
three visits to that city to And a lot on 


which to pitch the tents of a big show, 
but that he was unable to find such a 
place because every vacant piece of 
ground within the city limits was a 
garden. 
At Rushville a large tract 
which formerly was the city's show 
ground now is a garden with a waving 
patch of potatoes. 


Columbus high school boys discov- 
ered some vacant lots near the edge of 
the city and set out 
25,000 
tomato 
plants. 
A large part of beautiful Mc- 
Culloch park in Muncie was turned 
into gardens. 
More vacant lots have 
been planted in gardens in Evansville 
this year than ever befpre. 
They are 
gardening something like 2,000 vacant 
lots in Terre Haute this season. 
Prac- 
tically every plot of ground In Lebanon 
large enough for a person to 
walk 
around In Is now a garden. 
At Craw- 
fordsville the Elks have a big potato 
patch, covering an acre and a half, sit- 
uated Just«east of the city. 
One of the 
striking examples in Richmond of the 
use of w^ste ground is found on the 
west bluff of Whitewater river, which 
divides the city In east and west sec- 
tions. 
Along this high bluff, extend- 
ing for several squares, gardens have 
been laid out and are being cared for 
by people living In that vicinity. 


Huge food supplies will be needed 
next year and the next year just as 
badly as they are needed this year. 
But they express the belief that since 
the people have taken hold of the gar- 
den proposition so generally and so 
enthusiastically this year they will not 
abandon it next year.

W a r demands leather—leather 
for 
soldiers' shoes, 
leather 
for harness, 
leather for equipment of many kinds. 
In this country there is no such sur- 
plus that we can afford to waste any 
of it; and it is wasting leather not to 
care for and preserve it properly. 
In 
the a r m y and out, 
we all wear shoes. 
If we manage them rightly, they will 
last longer, we will not need so many 
new ones, and there will be more left 
for others. 
The following suggestions 
f r o m the leather and paper laboratory 
of the United States department of ag- 
riculture can be utilized by everyone 
who walks. 


Shoes should be 
oiled 
or greased 
whenever 
the leather begins to get 
hard or dry. 
They should be brushed 
thoroughly, and then all the dirt and 
mud 
that 
remains washed 
off 
with 
w a r m water, the excess water 
being 
taken off with a dry cloth. 
While the 
shoes are still wet and warm, apply 
the oil or grease with a swab of wool 
or flannel. 
It is best to have the oil 
or grease about as w a r m as the hand 
can bear, and it should be rubbed well 
into the leather, preferably with the 
palm. 
If necessary the oil can be ap- 
plied to dry leather, but It penetrates 
better when the latter Is wet. 
After 
treatment, the shoes should be left to 
dry In a place that is warm, not hot. 


Castor oil Is satisfactory for shoes 
that are to be polished; for plainer 
footgear neat foot, fish oil or oeline 
may be substituted. 
If it is desired to 
make the shoes and boots more water- 
proof, beef tallow may be added to any 
of these substances a t the rate of half 
a pound of tallow to a pint of oil. The 
edge of the sole and the welt should 
be greased 
thoroughly. 
Too 
much 
grease 
cannot 
be 
applied to 
these 
parts. 


A simple method of making the soles 
more durable, pliable and water re 
sistant. Is to swab them 
occasionally 
with linseed oil, setting them aside to 
dry overnight. 


It is poor economy, too, to 
wear 
a shoe with the heel badly worn on one 
side. 
This throws the shoe out 
of 
shape and may soon result in its ruin. 
It is also likely to cause temporarj' 
injury to the foot.

B E F O Ä E WASHING T H E M 


The best way to wash curtains is to 
shake them as nearly free from dust 
as possible and soak them over night 
in a tub half full of tepid water in 
which a half pound of pure soap has 
been dissolved. 


In the morning squeeze them fairly 
dry and place them In a tub half full 
of very hot water, to which Is added a 
tablespoonful of borax and enough dis- 
solved soap to make strong suds. 


When they seem clean, a f t e r splash- 
ing them about in this water, 
rmse 
them thoroughly until 
there 
is 
no 
trace of suds or dirt. 
Then squeeze 
them dry. 
Let them dry thoroughly 
before starching.

Oscar L. Perry, for Many 
Years Western Union 
Manager, Dies. 


WAS AN OLD-TIME 


TELEGRAPHER 


Death Comes Suddenly to 
Widely Known and Much 
Esteemed Man. 


OLD-TIME TELEGRAPHER OP PORT 


WAYNE ANSWERS HIS LAST CALL 


Results of Big Drive Are 
Showing Up Sooner Than 
Expected by Officers. 


HOLD BAND CONCERT 
ON TUESDAY NIGHT 


Oscar L. Perry, for almost half a 
century a resident of Fort Wayne, and 
for about forty years of that 
time 
manager of the Western Union Tele- 
graph office here, died Monday even- 
ing with shocking suddenness, follow- 
ing an attack of pulmonary odema. 
The end came to Mr. Perry at the res- 
idence of his brother and sister, Mr 
and Mrs. A. C. Perry, 2111 South La- 
fayette street, where he had made his 
home for several years. 


Mr. Perry had apparently been in 
his usual good health and the fatnl 
attack 
came without warning. 
He 
lived but a few minutes after being 
stricken. 


The funeral will be held Thursday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock at the Perry 
home. 


Widely Known Man. 


There were few men more widely 
known to the people of Fort Wayne 
than O. L. Perry. 
His circle of per- 
sonal acquaintanceship was 
uncom- 
monly wide and he numbered his ia- 
timate friends by hundreds. 
He wa:i 
specially well known to the business 
community, with which his work atj 
manager of the Western Union for 
more than forty years brought him 
into a daily intimate contact. 


The deceased was known to tele- 
graph managers and operators all over 
the country as one of the veterans of 
the business. 
He began his career 
as a telegraph operator when a mere 
lad and it remained his steadfast pur- 
suit until 1910, when he resigned and 
•was placed on the "honor roll" of the 
Western Union. 
Even that distinction 
did not take him wholly away from 
the work, for he was now and then 
called upon to "sit in" when a rush of 
work made his seasoned experience of 
great value. 
He was a member of the 
Old-Tiriie Telegraphe'-s' and 
Ilistori-- 
cal 
association, 
an 
organized 
body 
that Includes in its membership such 
men as Andrew Carnegie and Thomns 
A.. Edison, Melville E. Stone and otli- 
irs, and it was a matter of lively pride 
tvith Mr. Perry that his own certifi- 
cate of membership bore the signature 
of Mr. Carnegie, as president, in the 
great ironmaster's "own handwrite." 


Born in OIuo. 


Mr. Perry was born in 1850 at Mc- 
Cutcheonville, a little place in Wyan- 
dotte county, Ohio, and after obtain- 
ing his early education and learning' 
telegraphy, at which he worked 
in 
various 
places, 
he 
came 
to 
Fort 
Wayne. 
That was in 1873, and he 
was sent here from Canton, Ohio, to 
take charge of the Western Union of- 
fices, relieving Manager Currier. 
He 
continued in unbroken discharge of 
that responsibility for about two score 
years, when he voluntarily retired and 
the company gave him deserved rec- 
ognition of his faithful and capable 
«ervice by advancing him to the roll of 
honor with pay. 


Since his retirement from activity 
he had spent much of his time at 
Crooked 
lake-, 
in 
Steuben 
countj', 
where he had an attractive summer 
home from which it was hard to lure 
him on any account. 
He had become 
almost passionately 
fond 
of 
fishing 
and boating and 
an expert at both. 
The death of his wife in July. 1906. 
was a great blow to him, for they had 
been 
inseparable 
companions 
for 
many years. 


Pioneer Wheehnan. 


Mr. Perry was one of the first of 
the bicycle enthusiasts in Fort Wayne 
and his old "ordinary" was among the 
•arllcflt 
to 
be 
brought 
here. 
He 
changed to the "safety" type when 
that came In, and it was his boast in 
one year that brought an exceptionally 
hard winter, that he had not failed in 
^ SinKle day to ride from his home to 
his office. 


Th® old-time high-wheel bicycle that 
IFWty rode is believed to be yet in the 
city. H^ was one of the first to own a 
Hafety tandem and he and Mrs. Perry 
scoured all the roads in Allen county 
en that once unique vehicle. 


Manager Perry's recreations, how- 
ever, were taken at odd times and 
nerer lured him from his business. It 
^raa hla truthful boast at the time of 
his resignation from the 
manager's 
office that In almost forty years of 
perrlce he had taken but one vacation, 
in 187S he absented himself for a week 
jo visit the Centennial exposition in 
Philadelphia, but when the World's 
Columbia exposition came on at Chi- 
cago in 1893 he laughed that great 
show to scorn and staid home to ride 
.^he tandem with Mrs. Perry. 


A Brother to the Press Gang. 
" Manager Perry's relations with the 
newspapers and newspaper men were 
fio long sustained and so intimate that 
he was held by them and he esteemed 
himself to be one of the press , gang. 
Tlut was not altogether an tM^sumed or 
fanciful status, however, for he' acted 
at different times as correspondent for 
metropolitan newspapers and long was 
a reg^ilar contributor to varibus dra- 
matic periodicals. 
For years he stood 
In relation of "next friend", to-news- 
paper men, whether it was f ^ the best 
tip on a live story or to borrow a quar- 
ter—directions In which his phllan-

Mr. Perry was a charter member of 
the Press club and one of the moi^t 
zealous and energetic of its members 
so long as a real organization was 
kept up and headquarters maintained. 


In personality and manner ho was 
one of the most likable and genial of 
men. 
His impulses were generous and 
confidence, until abused, was without 
limits. 
He had a fine sense of hu- 
mor and his wit was keen and appre- 
ciative. 
The latest story or the best 
joke usually started its rounds from 
Western Union headquarters in Fort 
Wayne and there was more than a 
suspicion that Perry occasionally in- 
vented one or the other when the con- 
signments from outside were slow. 
At all events, he always had some- 
thing new and something good. 


Devoted to Business. 


His management of the bu.siness of 
the Western Union was careful and 
his policies were energetic. 
He was 
active for new business and he usual- 
ly got it if it was about. 
His readine.ss 
to meet emergencies and his foresight 
in providing facilities for extraordi- 
nary occasions were noteworthy. 


While Mr. Perry had never com- 
plained 
of 
ill 
health, it had been 
known that two or three times during 
the past year he had suffered sudden 
attacks that indicated serious condi- 
tions, but he had ascribed these on 
each 
occasion to digestive 
disturb- 
ances due to unwise eating. 


Surviving him are his brother and 
sister, Mr. and Mrs. A. C. Perry, at 
whose home he died; Mrs. Flora Mc- 
Cuen and Mrs. Alice McCuen, sisters, 
of Fruitvale, Cal.; Mrs. Adelia Mills, 
sister, of Springfield, Mo., and Mrs.

It is the last week for paying liquor 
revenues. 
The tax must be paid for a 
full year despite the fact that Indiana 
is to be dry after next April. 
Most of 
the liquor revenues have been paid at 
this time,, however. 
The representa- 
tives of liquor interests are 
always 
very prompt in meeting their assess- 
ments, Mr. Thumma comments. 


Taxes on bowling alleys, tobaccos, 
pawn brokers and makers of oleomar- 
gerine are also due before July 1, Mr. 
Thumma holds. 
Many of them have 
not been paid. The revenue must be in 
or the amount will be doubled after the 
first of next month, it is believed.

EMERY BALL RULE PROVES 


EXPENSIVE TO MAGNATES 


With all this talk of the shine ball, the 
licorice ball, the talcum powder ball and 
the other foolers American league batters 
are charging opposing pitchers with using, 
comes a yelp from club magnates against 
the edict against the emery ball, which 
brings up anew the subject of the high 
cost of baseball. 


Magrnates aren't kicking on the emery 
ball because of 
changing their 
minds 
about the "plumB meanness" of the thing, 
not at all. Its just as "mean" In their eyes 
as ever, but they are objecting to the fre- 
quency with which they are called upon to 
provide new balls. 


Every time a baU hita the stands or the 
bleachers or the wall or the screen or the 
flagpole the umps orders it to the club- 
house and substitutes another. 


Now balls that have been pitched only 
once or twice may be the victims, but it 
makes no difference to the umps, who 
orders them out of the game with as much 
gusto as If they were an obstreperous 
player. 


Charley Comlskey estimates that twenty 
new balls are used in every game played 
at the White Sox park, exclusive of those 
stolen by spectators. 
This is about twice 
the number that used to be used before 
the emery ball rule came in favor. 


The same wail Is going up In every big 
league park that boasts concrete stands. 


On account of the Increase In price of 
horsehide and other materials used in 
making baseballs the losses are particu- 
larly heavy this year.

"WAR of the wolf, which threatens 
America no less than 
European 
nations In the great military and 
naval conflict, has been won in 
St. Louis by an army of thrift gardeners 
composed of society women, boy scouts, 
business men. police and 
firemen. 


Before the first crop of spring vegeta- 
bles has entirely matured, 
the 
thrifty 
a r m y of gardeners in St. Louis has suc- 
ceeded In knocking the bottom out of 
high prices. 


Seven hundred acres of city lots have 
been 
plowed 
and 
turned 
from 
weed 
patches into beds of 
lettuce, 
radishes, 
onions, potatoes, 
beans, peas, 
cabbage, 
etc. A thousand patriotic city "farmers," 
men. women and children, have worked 
this wonderful transformation and have 
driven the wolf of hunper from the door 
of the city. 


Throwing this much extra produce into 
the market, and cutting off this 
much 
from the normal demand has resulted in 
the reduction of living cost that President 
Wilson and his advisers calculated on. 


The thrift garden movement is nation 
wide, but nowhere has It been conducted 
along more intelligent 
lines 
and 
with 
more general 
enthusiasm 
than 
in 
St. 
Louis. The effect of tne thrift gardening 
In each city is determined by the efforts 
of the particular locality, as garden prod- 
ucts are handled largely at short range. 
The 
produce is perishable 
freight 
and 
oannot be shipped great distances without 
risk of damage. 


The effect of the gardening in St. Louis 
to date is as follows: 


Peas that sold in the spring of 1916 for 
t2.50 a box are now selling at $1.25. 


Spinach that sold at $1.75 for a hamper 
hungry. 


WIelandy, for any city-bred resident t» 
turn his back yard Into a bountiful gar- 
den, provided he or she Is not Indolent. 


After the ground is plowed, where plow- 
ing Is necessary, the city farmer can do 
the rest with equipment that consists of 
a hoe and a spade. 
Other Implements 
may be used to groat advantage, but are 
not 
essential 
to 
successful 
gardening, 
Wielandy says. 


Harvesting Is Easiest. 


The gardener is required simply to plant 
the seed in most cases and watch it grow. 
Of course he must keep the beds free of 
weeds and other growths that will absorb 
the nourishment that sliould go into his 
vegetables. 
Some 
plants thrive 
better 
under the process of transplanting, which 
Is very simple when understood. 
It re- 
quires merely a bit of additional labor to 
weeding. 
Some plants require that the 
ground be broken or heaped ap at inter- 
vals. which means only a bit more of el- 
bow grease to change an ordinary garden 
Into a prize winner. 


Harvesting » crop Is easy. 


Wielandy has discussed the plan wltb», 
members of the Rotary Club of St. LoulS • 
and steps are being taken to put It Into 
effect. 
The echeme h a s not yet t>eea 
submitted generally to active residents ot 
other large cities.

accomplished. 


Lettuce that formerly sold for 15 cents 
a box of 15 pounds Is now quoted at 10 
cents 
a 
box and 
promises 
to 
become 
cheaper as the season grows older. 


These are examples that seem to prove 
that thrift gardening has been a tremen- 
dous success in St. Louis at least and that 
It benefits not alone the gardener, who 
enjoys the products at almost no cost ex- 
cept a little wholesome labor, but it ben- 
efits the entire consuming public of the 
community by forcing lower prices on the 
produce that Is raised by the professional 
truck gardeners. 


The 
same 
conclusion 
may 
be 
drawn 
from the fact that some vegetables that 
are not popular with city thrift farmers 
for various reasons have not decreased in 
price this year. 


Potatoes is an example of this. They are 
very difilcult to raise, and most beginners 
have 
avoided 
them entirely or 
planted 
only H few tubers. Potatoes have shown a 
decided tendency in the market to in- 
crease in price, as the crop is to be drawn 
this 
year 
from 
practically 
the 
same 
sources as last year. 


Onions seem 
to have been 
neglected 
somewhat by the thrift gardener for some 
reason, and in St. Louis the price of 
onions has so far shown no downward 
tendency. 


Beets, which could be raised very han- 
flily by city gardeners, according to 
ex- 
perts. 
have been neglected 
by the 
St. 
Louis fraternity, and as a 
consequence 
the price of beets today is even greater 
than that of a year ago. 


Leading Up to Next Year. 


The deduction drawn by those who are 
studying the effect of city gardens is that 
the city "farmer" can break the back of 
the high price of any vegetable that he is 
able to produce himself, if he wilL it It to 
be expected that a failure In any line this 
year will result in special efforts the fol- 
lowing season to protect this line. 


The thrift garden, rn accidental devel- 
or'nsnt of the war. seems to be a 
fixture 
In American 
life, judged 
by Its 
briof 
career. 


The thriving gardens loom up every- 
where today as oases In a great desert 
of brick buildings and hard paved streets. 
They are real beauty spots that gladden 
the eye not alone of the proud city farm- 
er who admits it is his handiwork, but 
of every one else who looks upon them. 


Only one peevish city dweller so far has 
failed to appreciate the aesthetic side of 
thrift gardening. 
This unpatriotic 
and 
inartistic feoul—a dwelle r on 
Castleman 
avenue, St. Louis, had the hardihood to 
threaten the extermination 
of 
a 
thrift 
garden by legal process on the ground 
that the property in use was restricted 
to residence purposes. 
The net result of 
his crusade against the garden was to get 
himself labeled in the archives of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce as a "cod- 
fish aristocrat," whose ideas of patriotism 
were far from exalted. 


Frank H. Wielandy, a successful mer- 
chant 
and leader of the thrift garden 
movement in St. Louis, as chairman of 
the committee appointed by the Chamber 
of Commerce, is the thrifty sentinel, who 
hung the label on Mr. Castleman avenue. 
Wielandy 
is 
the 
outer 
guard 
of 
the 
thrifty gardeners in St. Louis, and 
is 
spending most of 
his 
time 
protecting 
their interests and instructing novices In 
the mysterious art of changing a 
tiny 
seed into a luscious radish. 


Wielandy's right-hana man in the move- 
m.ent is not a man at all, but a society 
woman, Mrs. Gus V. R. Mechin. 
His 
chief lieutenants are Oliver Reller and 
George Mereto. 


When first a thrift garden appeared In 
the average neighborhood, 
it 
was 
the 
tendency of many to Jest the gardener 
and scoff at his agricultural propensities. 


As soon as the shoots began to sprout 
the scoffing neighbors usually manifested 
a new Interest in the "joke" and began 
to 
think seriously of trying out 
their 
own back yards. 
It has hanpened 
in 
many blocks that all the neighbors were 
converted into true believers before the 
first 
radishes were ready for 
plucking 
and they are now busy raising late crops 
themselves. 


In a few short weeks the thrift garden 
in a great city has demonstrated beyond 
question that it is no joke. 
It is one of 
The hundreds who are thiftily produc- 
the most practical Institutions that Amer- 
ica has developed, and Is bound to In- 
crease from year to year In importance. 
Movement Taken Seriously. 
The truck gardeners, commission mer 
chants and retailers who handle vegeta 
bles. are taking the thrift garden serious- 
ly enough. 
Some of the retailers have 
shown keen resentment toward 
thrifty 
customers who have gone into competi- 
tion with them in the vegetable line. They 
scoff still at 
the 
tlnie.st gardens, 
but 
whenever a neighbor plants a back yard 
or a vacant lot measuring as much a s 
20x100 feet, the chap who sells vegeta- 
bles In connection with his grocery or 
meat market 
Immediately 
sits up 
and 
takes notice. 
He realizes that precious 
few vearetables will be purchased from 


Ing garden truck where only weeds 
l t s w 
before will not only profit by tha cash 
caving In their foodstuffs, but to a man. 
Doy and woman, they are reaping divi- 
dends already in better healtli, strength 
luad spirits. 


The thrift garden is now recognised in 
Bt. Liouis and many other cities as an In- 
»tltution t h a t haa come to stay. The hap- 
py city "farmers," young and old, find 
pleasure In raising their own vegetables. 
Znstead of an arduous task, thrift garden- 
ing ha« become a pleasant recreation and 
t, wholesooie, profitable training.

den will yield more than enough for the 
family table and that the surplus will be 
sold or donated to others In the vicinity. 


A single vacant lot may be tilled to the 
point of producing enough to supply the 
vegetable wants of a dozen city blocks. 
It is estimated. 
The 700 acres of city 
lots, together with the several acres iy 
city parks that are being tilled this year, 
are not suflflcient to supply the wants of 
the entire city by any means, but it is 
sufficient as demonstrated by the drop In 
produce prices, to increase the supply to 
the point where 16w prices are forced by 
competition. 


It is roughly estimated that in three or 
four years the public may become Inter- 
ested in St. Louis and other 
American 
cities to the point of producing in "pocket 
handkerchief" gardens virtually all the 
vegetables except potatoes and 
roasting 
ears that they consume. 


Thrift gardening is infectious, accord- 
ing to Wielandy. 
"I never saw anything 
catch on as quickly as back-yard 
gar- 
dening," he said. 
"I was laughed at by 
my neighbors, like many others, when I 
first 
planted my back yard, but 
today 
there are but two or three back yards in 
my block that are not being cultivated." 


Wielandy said It Is the experience of 
most city garfleners that the work Is a 
recreation w^iih appeals almost if not 
quite a s much as a game of golf. 
The 
exercise in the open air is almost 
a s 
exhileratlng. 
and 
the 
serious purpose 
attached to It. with the promise of 
rich 
rewards in the shape of cheap foodstuffs, 
develops a keener interest than a game 
such as golf, he says. 


When the women started in they aimed 
only at arousing the city dwellers to the 
Importance of cultivating every available 
back yard and vacant lot. 
They 
suc- 
ceeded In this and obtained 
permission 


from many owners or realty agents to 
have a garden planted by those who were 
willing to till an idle plot of ground. 
The 
next step was the most difficult one, the 
women found. 
It involved getting 
the 
ground plowed so that the thrifty gar- 
dener could sew his or her 
seed 
and 
produce results. 


Wielandy was called into the movement 
at this point and solved this problem in a 
Jiffy. 
He arranged with 
manufacturers 
who had plows to furnish these neces- 
sary instruments In sulticlent quantities. 
He arranged with other business houses 
to furnish teams for the plowing, and 
then arranged 
to have the plows 
and 
teams, with men to operate them, trans- 
ported to the various points in the city 
at the same time, so that efficient and 
economical progress could be made. 


Wielandy's interest did not abate a Jot. 
however, 
when 
this work 
was 
accom- 
plished. 


He is one of the proudest gardeners in 
town, not only proud of his own 
back 
yard garden, but of all those that he has 
assisted In planting. 
He is always at the 
command of any Interested gardener who 
seeks advice or assistance, and is devot- 
ing many valuable hours almost daily to 


this public 
business. 


His 
reward 
has 
been 
that 
qualified 
judges have 
praised 
the 
work 
of 
the 
thrift gardeners in St. Louis in compari- 
son with that of the Chicago garteners. 
where the movement has been developed 
to the point of attracting widespread at- 
tention in the nation. 


David Kimball of Safford, Ariz., is the 
critic who awarded the blue ribbon of 
merit 
to the 
St. Louis thrift 
gardens 
after studying them carefully and com- 
paring them with the Chicago gardens 
that he knew from close inspection; 


Kimball passed through St. Louis re- 
cently on his way home from Chicago 
University, where he is a student. 
He 
lingered long enough in St. Louis to make 
a thorough inspection of the thrift gar- 
dens here, and said without 
hesitation 
that they are more numerous In com- 
r.arlson with the population and aré far 
better 
developed 
on the average 
than 
those of Chicago.

Tells the Senate About the 
Aspirations of His 
Country, 


Washington, June 26.—^The Russian 
mission was received in 
the 
senate 
today. where the Ambassador, 
Boris 
Bakmetieff, made an address 
which 
was greeted by a demonstration equal- 
ing that in the Jiouse recently 
when 
the 
mission 
appeared 
there. 
Mr. 
Bakhmetleff spoke generally as he did 
in the house pleadging Russia's unfal- 
tering adherence to the cause of the 
grand alliance against Oerman autoc- 
racy and rejecting without qualifica- 
tion a separate peace. 


Envoy's Address. 


In part the ambassador spoke as fol» 
lows: 


"At this m o m e n t all eyes are turned 
on Russia. 
Many 
hopes 
and 
m a n y 
doubts are raised by the tide of events 
in the greatest of revolutions at 
an 
epoch in the world's« greatest war. T h e 
fate cf nations, the fate of the world 
is at stake. 


"Two considerations m a k e m e feel 
that Russia has passed the stage of 
the world when the future appeared 
vague and uncertain. 
In 
thé 
first 
place is the firm conviction of the ne- 
cessity of legality 
which 
is 
widely 
developing and firmly establishing it- 
self throughout the country. 
This is 
based on the fertile democratic doc- 
trine that 
governments 
derive 
their 
just power f r o m the consent of the 
governed and hence that a strong gov- 
ernment must be created by the will of 
the people. 


War and Russia Same Issue. 


"In the second place and no less im- 
portant is the growing conviction t h a t 
the issues of the revolution and the 
future of Russia's freedom are closely 
connected with the 
fighting 
might of 
the country. 
It is such power it is the 
force of a r m s which alone can defend 
and m a k e certain 
the 
achievements 
of the revolution against 
autocratic 
aggression.

A NEW CONSTITUTION 


Taxation and the Indiana Taxing System 
Against Which Many Faults are Charged 


Our Dally Affirmation. 


AT LEAST MR. HOOVER DOES NOT ASK US 


TO BE CAREFUL OF OUR FOOD COMBINA- 
TIONS AND TO FLETCHERIZE. 


(.Copyright 1917 by John A. Lapp.) 
Government in this country Is main- 


tained for the common benefit of the 
people. It is the means through which 
the people supply themselves with 
common needs such as roads, schools 
and waterworks and provide them- 
selves with common protection against 
enemies, thieves, accidents and disease. 


Every citizen receives his share of 


these -benefits. Indeed every citizen 
receives enormous benefits from the 
government at a very small cost. If 
every person paid equally it would 
cost each person about $30 a year and 
for this small sum all of the advan- 
tages of civilized life are afforded- 
' 


The total cost of all government, 


amounting in normal years to over 
three billion dollars, la raiaed by tax- 
ation. The national government gets 
Its money from tariff duties, taxes on 
liquor and tobacco. Income taxes on 
persons and corporations and various 
stamp taxes. In war time, of course, 
there are many special taxes. 
The 


state governments get their money 
principally from a tax on property, 
inheritance taxes, corporation taxes 
and licenses. 
A few states have an 


Income tax. Cities get their money 
from taxes on property, licenses, busi- 
ness taxes and special assessments of 
property benefited by improvements 


The first consideration in raising 


money by taxation is that the amount 
shall be distributed Justly among the 
people and that each shall bear hie 
fair share of the burden. That fair 
share is determined by two factors, 
the benefits received and the ability 
to pay. 


Some taxes are directly based upon 


benefits received.

RED CROSS VICTORY. 


EARLY DECISION DEMANDED. 


From the bench of the Indianapolis superior 


.feourt Judge Thornton has handed down a de- 
cision that, while holding the act for a con- 
stitutional convention to be valid, denies the 
women of Indiana the right to vote for dele- 
gates at the election to be held for that pur- 
pose in September. This decision is given in 
the "W. H. Bennett suit purposed to test the 
'jeonstitutional validity of the act by the last 
general assembly providing for a constitu- 
tional convention. 


There ought to be no needless delay in get- 


ting this question, as touching the rights of 
,;women, before the supreme court of Indiana 
lor A final .decision and there ought to be no 
'terdiness o f that tribunal getting its judgment 
ibefore the people. The women of Indiana are 


j applying themselves with much patriotic in- 
terest and no little energy to preparation for 
'the election of delegates. They expect to vote 
:,and they desire to vote intelligently. It is but 
•the truth and only fair.to say that the women 
)to£ the state are taking a far livelier interest 
than the men in the election of delegates. If 
they are to be denied the right to vote for con- 
vention delegates the sooner they know that 
the better it will be. 


The decision of Judge Thornton holds that 


the act providing for a constitutional conven- 
tion is valid, thus denying that contention of 
the Bennettysuit which sought to overthrow 
the entire act and make a wreck of the pur- 
pose to give the state a new constitution. 
That this phase of the decision will stand there 
is hardly reason to doubt. It would be a 
singular status of any self-governing people if 
they were found to be impotent to inaugurate 
steps for.,the change of their basic law. 


Judge Thornton suggests, anent the limited 


suffrage act, that steps be taken to test the 
constitutionality of that entire law. If there 
is to be such a question raised no doubt that 
would be well. The women voters of Indiana 
under that act expect to participate in the 
municipal elections next November. They 
a?e preparing to do that and there should bo 
no question of their right to do it if they 
undertake it. The promoters of the suffrage 
law and the friends of the measure in the 
legislature sought able law counsel in the 


Because it was known beforehand that 


America would not. play the slacker when it 
came to raising money for the Red Cross in 
no wise makes it a less exultant occasion that 
the hundred millions for which the drive vas 
made has been raised.

It has been a fine and inspiring work 


throughout the nation and the people have 
responded nobly to Mercy's call upon their 
generosity. Not a dollar that has been given 
will ever bo regretted. The resources of the 
people were never drafted to a purpose from 
which greater good to humanity ensued than 
will come from these consecrations of money 
to the work of the Red Cross.

ble to find all the property of the 
state and assess it at "its true value, 
the system would undoubtedly work 
with reasonable fairness. It was pos- 
sible to do that in 1861, for property 
then consisted practically entirely in 
lands ana improvement* which the 
assessor could see. It is not possible 
today to secure a fair assessment of 
property, because half the wealth of 
the state consists of stocks, bonds, 
notes, mortgages and other Intangible 
property which the assessor _ cannot 
see and which the owner does not tell 
about. As a result .the property which 
can be seen is assessed and bears the 
principal Burden. 
The 
intangible 


wealth escapes and more and more 
people are putting their money Into 
intangible property or else are mak- 
ing investments outside of the state. 


As a result of the escape of personal 


property from taxation, the burden 
falls very heavily on real estate and 
tangible property. 
In some cities in 


the state the total tax exceeds 6 per 
cent. 
This means that the 
entire 


Income of a 6 per cent bond is taken 
for taxation If the bond is assessed 
at full value. If the bond pays B per 
cent, as most bonds do, then the owner 
pays not only all the income but an 
extra 1 per cent for the privilege of 
owning it. 


It is argued that the remedy for 


this condition is to enforce the law 
and see that every dollar of property 
is placed on the assessment roll. It is 
pointed out tha| if all property were 
assessed the tax need not exceed 1 


or cent, and the plea is raised for

The answer to this is made that it 


is impossible to secure a full valua- 
tion; that intangible property will 
escape and that the better the pro- 
vision is enforced, the worse it is. 
These statements are supported by 
the experience of the world. 
No- 


where has any country succeeded in 
assessing personal property in any- 
where near its total value. The ob- 
vious results of attempts to enforce 
would be to put unfair burdens upon 
the kinds of personal property which 
can readily be found. For Instance, 
it would be easy to get the total 
amount each person has on deposit In 
Indiana bank*, but if It were tried the 
banks would have to close their doors 
because of the rush of withdrawals. 


If by magic all property could be 


placed on tho tax roll In a day. such a 
condition would not result, for the tax 
would not be conflscatory. But magic 
results do not happen and from experi- 
ence it appears t ahftull valuation or 
anything like It Is a dream. 


Authorities on taxation throughout 


the country agree unanimously on 
tho proposition that the general prop- 
erty tox Is a failure. State utter st«t<> 
U abandoning it as tho solo means of 
raising revenue and turning their ef- 
forts to the classlffed property tux and 
the Income tax ns the proper nystoftis 
of taxation. 
Th»»* will be discussed 


separately In succeeding ch'ipters. 


Qno of tho chief difficulties of tho 


general property tax for state pur- 
poses Is that of equalization among 
the counties. 
The assessments are 


made by township assessors and are 
subject to review by the county as- 
sessor. The assessors In one county 
may assess property at 30 per cent of 
its value while in another county tho 
assessment may be 6 per cent of the 
•"°l"e- When we o.ome to levy a state 
tax'it is plain that one county would 
pay only half as much In proportion to 
Its property as the other — an Indefens- 
ible thing and yet of common occur- 
rence. 


To remedy this condition, the board 


of state tax commissioners is created. 
It is their duty to assess railroads and 
other carriers for the entire state an! 
to equalize the assessments 
of the 


counties by forcing the "slackers" to 
raise their assessments and thus bear, 
their share of the state expense. 


The board needs extensive powers to 


do this work and these, the legislature 
has not given. The board needs the 
power to control all local assessors so 
that they may enforce their orders 
in establishing fairness in the taxing 
system throughout the state. 
Many 


states have given their state boards 
power to appoint the local assessors 
under a system of examination for fit- 
ness. The plan works well for it makes 
a profession of the very intricate busi- 
ness of assessment and good men are 
attracted to the work. 


Little can be said in commendation 


of the Indiana taxing system. 
It does 


not enforce a fair and equal assess- 
ment of property and by relying upon 
the false promise that all property 
can be assessed equally, it puts the 
burden on real estate and other tangi- 
ble property. 
Inequalities of 
the 


grossest kind occur between different 
counties and different kinds of prop- 
erty in the same county. Neither the 
benefit theory or the "ability to pay" 
theory prevails but rather a sort of 
"grab bag" theory under which wo 
grab blindly what we can for taxa- 
tion. 


The system aside from its 
direct 


failure is harmful in Its failure to make 
of the people willing tax payers. If all 
people could realize that the tax bur- 
dens were equitably distributed, they 
would soon learn to weigh the vast 
benefits of government against their 
small taxes and would gladly pay. But 
when tho people know the Inequalities 
and unjust distribution of burden they 
pay their taxes grudgingly as though 
they were paying to tho tax collector 
of a king instead of their own ap- 
pointed agent who collects the taxes 
for the common welfare.

It is Believed the Good Work 


Will Be Kept Up Next 


Year. 


It 1* estimated that there are 4.000 


gardens In Fort Wayno at the present 
time. 


When Fort Wayne garden enthusi- 


ast* started In this sprint to encourage 
the planting of more gardens and the 
raising of more foodstuffs they did not 
dream for a rr.lnuto that their cam- 
paign would result in any such gen- 
eral plowing up of town lots, lawns 
and waste plaaces as has characterized 
the season In this city. 


The same spirit has been manifested 


all over northeastern Indiana. Allen 
county has responded most nobly to 
the appeal. The reason for It was Im- 
perative. The people became alarmed 
by the necessity for more foodstuff* 
created by the war. Ground that never 
before knew the touch of the garden- 
er's hand Is this year coming through 
with the finest kind of vegetable crops. 


However, there are many amateur* 


in the game and there is certain to be a 
largo number of failures. Frank Hllge- 
mann, of this city, has probably 
worked harder than any other one 
man in Fort Wayno to Impress upon 
the people the necessity of gardens. Ho. 
Was appointed head of the work here 
and he has been preaching gardens 
ever since. As a result of the efforts 
of the committee gandens sprung up 
everywhere. 
In the most neglected 


and forsaken spots in the least desira- 
ble neighborhoods gardens appeared. 
Trash dumps were converted into 
green spots. Debris, tin cans and rub- 
bish of all kind* were raked away. 
Many a lot was cleared to make room 
tor a garden, and some of these 
"dumps" 
are 
producing 
excellent 


crops. 
Lot* that never before pro- 


duced anything more valuable than 
d"ock,_ plantain, jlmpson weeds and 
thistles are now waving areas of gar- 
den greenery. Two potatoes now grow 
where' one dandelion grew before.

War demands leather—leather for 


soldiers" shoes, leather for harness, 
leather for equipment of many kinds. 
In this country there is no such sur- 
plus that we can afford to waste any 
of it; and it is wasting leather not to 
care for and preserve it properly. 
In 


the army and out, we all wear shoes. 
If we manage them rightly, they will 
last longer, we will not need so many 
new ones, and there will be more left 
for others. The following suggestions 
from the leather and paper laboratory 
of the United States department of ag- 
riculture can be utilized by everyone 
who walks. 


Shoes should be oiled or greased 


whenever the leather begins to, get 
hard or dry. They should be brushed 
thoroughly, and then all the dirt and 
mud that remains washed off with 
warm water, the excess water being 
taken off with a dry cloth. While th« 
shoes are still wet and warm, apply 
the oil or grease with a swab of wool 
or flannel. It is best to have the oil 
or grease about as warm as the hand 
can bear, and It should be rubbed well 
Into the leather, preferably with the 
palm. If necessary the oil can be ap- 
plied to dry leather, but it penetrates' 
better when the latter is wet. 
After 


treatment, the shoes should bo left to 
dry In a place that is warm, not hot. 


Castor oil is satisfactory for shoes 


that are to be polished; for plainer 
footgear neat foot, fish oil or oellne 
may be substituted. If It is desired to 
make the shoes and boots more water- 
proof, beef tallow may be added to any 
of these substances at the rate of half 
a pound of tallow to a pint of oil. The 
edge of the sole and the welt should 
bo greased thoroughly. 
Too much 


grease cannot be applied to these 
parts. 


A simple method of making the soles 


more durable, pliable and water re- 
sistant. Is to swab them occasionally 
with Unseed oil, setting them aside to 
dry overnight. 


It la poor economy, too. to wear 


a shoe with the heel badly worn on one 
side. 
This throws the shoe out of 


shape and may soon result in Its ruin. 
It Is also likely -to cause tempprary 
Injury to the foot.

The beet way to wash curtains is to 


shake them an nearly free from dust 
as possible and soak them over night 
In a tub half full of tepid water In 
which a half pound of pure soap haa 
been dissolved. 


In the morning squeeze them falrlj 


dry and pla.ce them In a tub half full 
of very hot water, to which Is added a 
tablespoonful of borax and enough dis- 
solved eoap to make strong sude. 


When they seem clean, after splash- 


Ing them about in this water, rinse 
them thoroughly until there is no 
trace of suds or dirt. Then squeeze 
them dry. 
Let them dry thoroughly 


before starching.

In fact all classes of men between the 
ages of 21 and 30, inclusive, were 
forced to register under the conscrip- 
tion plan, while some of them In all 
probability would not volunteer."

Oscar L. Perry, for Many 


Years Western Union 


Manager, Dies. 


WAS AN OLD-TIME 


TELEGRAPHER 


Death Comes Suddenly to 


Widely Known and Much 


Esteemed Man. 


Oscar L. Perry, Tor almost half a 


century a resident of Fort Wayne, and 
for about forty years of that time 
manager of the Western Union Tele- 
graph office here, died Monday even- 
ing with shocking suddenness, follow- 
ing an attack of pulmonary odema. 
The end came to Mr. Perry at the res- 
idence of his brother and sister. Mr 
and Mrs. A. C. Perry, 2111 South La- 
fayette street, where he had made his 
home for several years. 


Mr. Perry had apparently been in 


his usual good health and the fatal 
attack came without warning. 
He 


lived but a few minutes after belns 
stricken. 


The funeral will be held Thursday 


afternoon at 2 o'clock at the Perry 
home. 


Widely Known Man. 


There were few men more widely 


known to the people of Fort Wayne 
than O. L. Perry. His circle of per- 
sonal acquaintanceship was uncom- 
monly wide and he numbered his In- 
timate friends by hundreds. He was 
specially well known to the business 
comniunlty. with which his work .13 
manager of the Western Union for 
more than forty years brought him 
into a daily intimate contact. 


The deceased was known to tele- 


graph managers and operators nil ovur 
the country as one of the veterans of 
the business. 
He began his career 


as a telegraph operator when a mere 
lad and it remained his steadfast pur- 
suit until 1910, when he resigned and 
was placed on the "honor roll" of the 
Western Union. Even that distinction 
did not take him wholly away fronv 
the work, for he was now and then 
called upon to "sit In" when n rush of 
work mad« his seasoned experience of 
great value. He was a member of tno 
Old-Time Telegraphers' ami 
Histori- 


cal association, an organized boily 
lhat Includes-'tn Its membership such 
men as Andrew Carnegie and Thomns 
A. Edison, Melville E. Stone nnd otli- 
»rs, and It was a.matter of lively pride 
with Mr. Perry that his own certifi- 
cate of membership bore the signature, 
of Mr. Carnegie, as president, in tivj 
great Ironmaster'* "own h.indwrlte." 


Bom In Ohio. 


Mr. Perry was born in 1850 at Me- 


Cutcheqnvllle. a little place in Wynn- 
dotte county, Ohio, and after obtain- 
ing his early education and learning 
telegraphy, at which he worked in 
various 
places, he came 
to Fort 


Wayne. 
That was In 1S73, and ho 


was sent here from Canton. Ohio, to 
take charge of the Western Union of- 
fices, relieving Manager Currlor. He 
continued in unbroken discharge of 
that responsibility for about two score 
years, when he voluntarily retired and 
the company gave him deserved rec- 
ognition of his faithful and capable 
•ervice by advancing him to the roll of 
honor with pay. 


Since his retirement from activity 


he had spent much of his time at 
Crooked lake, in Steuben county. 
where he had an attractive summer 
home from which it was hard to lure 
him on any account. He had become 
almost passionately fond of flshimj 
and boating and an expert at both. 
The death of his wife In July, 190«. 
was a great blow to him, for they had 
been 
inseparable 
companions 
for 


many years. 
Pioneer Wheelman. 


Mr. Perry was one of the first of 


the bicycle enthusiasts In Fort Wayno 
and his old "ordinary" was among the 
earliest to be brought here. 
He 


changed to the "safety" type when 
that came In, and it was his" boast in 
one year that brought an exceptionally 
Jjard winter, that he had not failed In 
k ilngle day to ride from his home to 
Ms office. 
The old-time high-wheel bicycle that 


perry rode 1* believed to be yet In the 
city. He was one of the first to own a 
Safety tandem and he and Mrs. Perry 
Bconred all the roads in Allen county 
oh that once unique vehicle. 


Manager Perry's recreations, how- 


ever, were taken at odd times and 
never lured, him from his business. It 
was his truthful boast at the time of 
his resignation from the manager's 
office that In almost forty years of 
»ervlce he had taken but one vacation. 
Jn 1876 he absented himself for a week 
fco visit the Centennial exposition in 
Philadelphia, but when the World's 
Columbia exposition came on at Chi- 
cago in 1893 he laughed, that great 
Bh6w to scorn and staid home to ride 
the tandem with Mrs. Perry. 


A Brother to the Press Gang. 


' Manager Perry's relations with the 
newspapers and newspaper men were 
BO long sustained and so-intimate that 
he was held by them and he esteemed 
himself to be one of the press gang. 
That was not altogether an assumed or 
fanciful status, however, for he acted 
tit different times as,correspondent for 
metropolitan newspapers and long was 
a regular contributor to various dra- 
matic periodicals. For years he stood 
In relation of "next friend" to-news- 
paper men, whether It was for the best 
tip on a live story or to borrow a quar- 
ter-directions In which his philan- 
thropy was about equally divided. In 
either event. "0. L." was always ready, 
or about always, for there arose occa- 
,ional exceptions that were not wholly 
unreasonable, when some fellow broke 
taJtb. though that was not often.

The latest story or the best 


joke usually started its rounds from 
Western Union headquarters in Fort 
Wayne and there was more than a 
suspicion that Perry occasionally in- 
vented one or tho other when the con- 
signments from outside were slow. 
At all events, he always had some- 
thing new and something good. 


Devoted to Business. 


His management of the business of 


the Western Union was careful and 
his policies were energetic. 
He was 


active for new business and he usual- 
ly got it if it was about. His readiness 
to meet emergencies and his foresight 
in providing facilities for extraordi- 
nary occasions were noteworthy. 


While Mr. Perry had never com- 


plained of ill health, it had beon 
known that two or throe times during 
the past year he had suffered sudden 
attacks that indicated serious condi- 
tions, but Ije had ascribed these on 
each occasion to digestive disturb- 
ances due to unwise eating. 


Surviving him are his brother and 


sister, Mf. and Mrs. A. C. Perry, at 
whose home he died; Mrs. Flora Mc- 
Cuen and Mrs. Alice McCucn, sisters, 
of Fruitvaie, Gal.; Mrs. Adelia Mills, 
sister, of Springfield, Mo., and Mrs. 
Mattie P. Greene, sister, of this city.

Revolt of Remonstrators 


Feared if Alley is ' 


Taken. 


Watchful waiting is the ottitt;Co «>f 


tho city council on tho matter of run- 
ning an inrtustrl.il trade from 
the 


Pennsylvania railroad 
through the 


alley between Holman and Montgom- 
ery streets to Harr street. Thore will 
be no report on the measure by the 
franchise committee at the council 
meeting Tuesday evening. 


Residents in the nelghorhood affect- 


ed by the track and especially some of 
tho citizens living on Holman street 
have remonstrated against the plan to 
run tho Industrial line behind their 
houses. Such a line, bearing puffing 
engines several times a week, would 
ruin the peace of the neighborhood, 
the home-owners claim. They threaten 
stringent court action if the alley is 
made use of for the track. 


Some people who own property in 


the vicinity, are anxious for the estab- 
lishment of the track. They believe 
it would be an industrial inducement. 
Their numbers are about equal with 
those who oppose the plan. A com- 
promise is hoped for, although the 
matter has been hanging fire for some 
time before the board of works and 
now the council and no signs of peace- 
ful settlement are at hand. 


The franchise committee will re- 


turn a favorable report on the pro- 
posed action of installing an indus- 
trial track along Wall street for the 
benefit of the General Electric com- 
pany. The track will be built at once. 


The finance committee is expected 


to report favorably on the request o° 
the board of works that $4,000 be 
placed in the sewer repair fund. 
A 


part of the money was taken for re- 
pairing the damaged sewer interceptor. 


Favorable report is expected on thn 


petition for installing sidewalks on 
Killca street, from Calhoun street to 
Hoaglanfl avenue. The financial com- 
mittee is expected to sanction the pe- 
tition which begged an increase In sal- 
ary for the park board secretary and 
city forester. 


Action will be taken regarding the 


petition for an increase in wages for 
water works employes. 


Mayor Hosey 
will report 
to the 


council that he has signed the ordi- 
nances which provide that the name 
of Holton avenue, laid out in Drcxel 
park addition, from Eckart street to 
McKinnie avenue, be changed 
to 


Steinham avenue; for the buying of a

lector E. B. Thumma- 


"Yes. I guess the end Is coming," 


said Mr. Thumma as he placed a double 
handful of gold and silver and crisp 
paper in the office safe at noon, Tues- 
day. 


It is the last week for paying liquor 


revenues. The tax must be paid for a 
full year despite the fact that Indiana 
is to be dry after next April. Most of 
the liquor revenues have been paid at 
this time, however. The representa- 
tives of liquor interests are always 
very prompt in meeting their assess- 
ments, Mr. Thumma comments. 


Taxes on bowling alleys, tobaccos, 


pawn brokers and makers of oleomar- 
garine are also due before July 1. Mr. 
Thumma holds. 
Many of them have 


not been paid. The revenue must be In 
or the amount will be doubled after the 
first of next month, it is believed. 


Heretofore there has been a certain 


amount of leniency given to those who 
pay national taxes. Due to the war the 
full amount must be in before the be- 
ginning of July, 
warned. 


The collector points to the Instruc- 


tions, printed In heavy black ink, on 
the tax slips, and which read*: "Thl* 
return should be executed and for- 
warded to the collector of Internal 
revenue with the amount of tax be- 
fore commencing business and before 
July first of each succeeding year. 


"Return will not be accepted unless

Movement All Over the 
Country Has Had a Healthy 
Influence in Cutting Down 
the Excessively High Price of 
Commodities—700 Acres in St. Louis 
City Lots Turned Under and Cultivated 
in Concerted Drive on High Living Cost. 


WAR of the wolf, which threatens 
America, no less than European 
nations in the great military and 
naval conflict, has been won in 


St. Louis by an army of thrift gardeners 
composed of society women, boy scouts. 
busln.'ess men. police and firemen. 


thrift garden may win the war In the Ions- 
run, when manly brawn and muscle 
would otherwise fall to triumph. And 
•whether it ever comes to a point of keep- 
ing the nation alive with home-grown 
foodstuffs, it is certain that the 700 acrcj 
In St. Louis and the many thousands over 


Before the first crop of spring vegeta- the country will keep the price of vege- 


-<=•-> has entirely matured, the 
thrifty 


army of gardeners in St. Louis has suc- 
ceeded in knocking tho bottom out of 
high prices. 


Seven hundred acres of city lots have 


besn plowed and turned from weed 
catches into beds of lettuce, radishes, 
onions, potatoes, beans. pW cabbage. 
etc. A thousand patriotic city "farmers." 
men. women and children, have worked 
this wonderful transformation and have 
driven the wolf of hunger from the door 
of the city. 


Throwing this much extra produce into 


the market and cutting off this much 
from the normal demand has resulted In 
the reduction of living cost that President 
Wilson and his advisers calculated on. 


The thrift garden movement Is nation 


wide, but nowhere has It been conducted 
along more intelligent lines ant! with 
more general enthusiasm than In St. 
Louis. The effect of tne thrift gardening 
In each city Is determined by the efforts 
of the particular locality, as garden prod- 
ucts are handled largely at short range. 
The produce is perishable freight and 
flsnnot he shipped groat distances without 
rl«k of damage. 


The effect of the gardening in St. Louis 


to date Is as follows: 


Peas that sold In the spring of 1918 for 


IZ.50 a box are now selling at J1.2S. 


Spinach that sold at J1.75 for a hamper 


of 30 pounds is now selling at 25 cents. 
th« most striking reduction that has been 
«c° omplbhed. 


Lettuce that formerly sold for IS cents 


a box of 15 pounds Is now quoted at 10 
cents a box and promises to become 
cheaper as tho season grows older. 


These are examples that seem to prove 


that thrift gardening has been a tremen- 
dous success In St. Louis ut least and that 
It benefits not alone the gardener, who 
enjoys the products at almost no cost ex- 
cept a little wholesome labor, but it ben- 
efits the entire consuming public of the 
community by forcing lower prices on the 
produce that Is raised by the professional 
truck gardeners. 


The same conclusion may be drawn 


from the fact that some vegetables that 
are not popular with city thrift farmers 
for various reasons have not decreased In 
price this year. 


Potatoes Is an example of this. They are 


very difficult to raise, and most beginners 
have avoided them entirely or planted 
only "i few tubers. Potatoes have shown a 
decided tendency in the market to in- 
crease In price, as the crop is to be drawn 
this year from practically the same 
tource? as last year. 


Onions seem to have been neglected 


Bomewhat by tho thrift gardener for some 
reason, and In 3t. Louis the price of 
onions has so far shown no downward 
tendency. 


Beets, which could be raised very han- 


fllly by city gardeners, according to ex- 
perts, have been neglected by the St, 
Louis fraternity, and as a consequence 
the price of beets today Is even greater 
than that of a year ago. 


Leading TJp to Next Year. 


The deduction drawn by those who are 


studying the effect of city gardens is that 
the city "farmer" can break the back of 
the lilgh price of any vegetable that he Is 
able to produce himself, If he will, it !t to 
be expected that a failure In any line this 
year will result in special efforts the fol- 
lowing season to protect this line. 


The thrift garden, rn accidental devel-

It re- 
quires merely a bit of additional labor to 
weeding. Some plants require that the

Only one peevish city dweller »o far has 


failed to appreciate the aesthetic side of 
thrift gardening. 
This unpatriotic and 


inartistic soul—a dwelle r on Castleman 
avenue, St. Louis, had the hardihood to 
threaten tho extermination of n thrill 
garden by Icgnl process on the ground 
tr.at the property in'use was restricted 
to residence purposes. Tho net result of 
his rfusado against the garden was to get 
himself labeled In the archives of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce as a "cod- 
fish aristocrat." whose Ideas of patriotism 
were far from exalted. 


Frank H. Wlelandy. a successful mer- 


chant and leader of the thrift garden 
movement In St. Louis, as chairman of 
the committee appointed by tho Chamber 
of Commerce. Is tho thrifty sentinel, who 
hung tho label on Mr. Castleman avonue. 
Wlelandy is the outer guard of the 
thrifty gardeners In St Louis, and is 
spending most of his time protecting 
their Interests and Instructing novices in 
the mysterious art of changing a tiny 
seed into a luscious radish. 


Wielandy's rlght-hana man In the move- 


ment is not a man at all. but a society 
woman, Mrs. Gus V. K. Mechln. His 
chlof lieutenants are Oliver Beller and 
George Mereto. 


Whan first a thrift garden appeared In 


the average neighborhood, it was the 
tendency of many to Jest the gardener 
and scoff at his agricultural propensities. 


As soon as the shoots began to sprout 


the scoffing neighbors usually manifested 
a new Interest In the "joke" and began 
to think seriously of trying out their 
own back yards. 
It has baopened In 


many blocks that all the neighbors were 
converted into true believers before the 
first radishes were ready for plucking 
and they are now busy raising late crops 
themselves. 


In a few short weeks the thrift garden 


in a great city has demonstrated beyond 
question that it is no joke. It Is one of

A single vacant lot may be tilled to the 


point of producing enough to supply the 
vegetable wants of a dozen city blocks. 
It Is estimated. 
The 700 acres of city 


lots, together with the several acres IB 
city parks that are being tilled this year, 
are not sufficient to supply the wants of 
the entire city by any means, but It Is 
sufficient as demonstrated by the drop In 
produce prices, to increase the supply to 
the point where low prices are forced by 
competition. 


It is roughly estimated that In three or 


four years the public may become Inter- 
ested In St. Louis and other American 
cit'les to the point of producing in "pocket 
handkerchief: gardens virtually all the 
vegetables except potatoes and roasting 
ears that they consume. 


Thrift gardening Is infectious. accord- 


Ing to Wielandy. "I never saw anything 
catch on as quickly as back-yard gar- 
dening," he said. "I was laughed at by 
my neighbors, like many others, when I 
first planted my back yard, but today

Movement Taken Seriously. 


The truck gardeners, commission mer 


chants and retailers who handle vegeta. 
tales, are taking the thrift garden serious- 
ly enough. Some of the retailers have 
shown keen resentment toward thrifty 
customers who have gone into competi- 
tion with them In the vegetable line. They 
scoff still at the tiniest gardens, but 
whenever a neighbor plants a back yard 
or a vacant lot measuring as much as 
20x100 feet, the chap who sells vegeta- 
bles in connection with his grocery or 
meat market immediately nits up and 
takes notice. He realizes that' precious 
few vegetables will be purchased from 


my block that are not being cultivated." 


Wielandy said it is the experience of 


most city gardeners that the work la » 
recreation wftSch appeals almost If not 
quite as 'much as a game of golf. The 
exercise in the open air is almost as 
exhileratlng, and the serious purpose 
attached to it. with the promise of rich 
rewards In the shape of cheap foodstuffs, 
develops a keener interest than a game 
such as golf, he says. 


When tile women started in they aimed 


only at arousing the city dwellers to the 
Importance of cultivating every available 
back yard and vacant lot. They suc- 
ceeded In this and obtained permission 


from many owners or realty agents to 
have a garden planted by those who were 
willing to till an idle plot of ground. The 
next step was the most difficult one. the 
women found- 
It involved getting the 


ground plowed so that the thrifty gar- 
dener could sew his or her seed and 
produce results. 


Wielandy was called Into the movement 


at this point and solved this problem in a 
jiffy. 
He arranged with manufacturers 


who had plows to furnish these neces- 
sary Instruments In sufficient quantities. 
He arranged with other business houses 
to furnish teams for the plowing, and 
then arranged to have the plows and 
teams, with men to operate them, trans- 
ported to the various points In the city 
at the same time, so that efficient and 
economical progress could bo made. 


Wlelandy's interest did not abate a Jot. 


however, when this work was accom- 
plished. 


He is one of the proudest gardeners In 


town, not only proud of his own bactt 
yard garden, but of all those that ho has 
assisted In planting. He Is always at the 
command of any Interested gardener who 
seeks advice or assistance, and is devot- 
ing many valuable hours almost dally to 


this public business. 


His reward has been that qualified 


Judges have praised the work of the 
thrift gardeners In St. Loula In compari- 
son with that of the Chicago gardeners, 
where the movement has been developed 
to the point of attracting widespread at- 
tention in the nation. 


David Kimball of Safford, Ariz., Is the 


critic who awarded tho blue ribbon of 
merit to the St. Louis thrift gardens 
after studying them carefully and com- 
paring them with ^he Chicago gardens 
that he knew from close Inspection. 


Kimball passed through St. Louis re- 


cently on his way home from Chicago 
University, where he is a student. He 
lingered long enough In St. Louis to make 
a thorough Inspection of the thrift gar- 
dens here, and said without hesitation 
that they arc more numerous In com- 
parison with the population and are far 
better developed on the average than 
those of Chicago. 


Wielandy did not get this; decision dl- 


rc-ctly from Kimball, but when Informed 
of it, he said: "That is the result we 


process is simpler, and perhaps Involves 
less labor than preparing the vegetables 
for consumption that require cooking. 


Wielandy has developed another Idea in 


connection with city farming that prom- 
ises great aid to the country If It Is car- 
ried out as he plans. 


He favors a campaign of education 


amone all college students and employes 
In commercial establishments to induce 
them to spend their vacations, are at least 
a part of them, at working on farms. 


Wielandy believes that this will furnish 


a. great stimulus to production by supply- 
ing the labor that Is so scarce in the rural 
districts at times and places that it is re- 
quired. 


He suggests also that the city man or 


youth who adopts this profitable vacation 
plan will enjoy It fully as much as loaf- 
Ing at home or at some resort. The 
change of occupation, and the vigorous 
open-air exercise will prove to be recrea- 
tion for most city dwellers, he says. 


In order to make such a plan effective, 


it requires the co-operation of officials 
and civic-spirited citizens in all large 


serve this economic force to save the na- 
tion. 


Such movements ns tho thrift garden* 


arc instlllliik- the new Idea Into people la 
every corner of tho country and in every 
•walk of life. It is probable that the prin- 
ciple Demonstrated In tho thrift garden 
movement will bo applied to Industry in 
many other ways. 


The Importance of such practices Is now 


apparent to every one since wo have en- 
tered the war with Germany. It Is now 
apparent that modern warfare Is a ques- 
tion largely. If not mainly, of econornlo 
strength, rather than military or naval 
acumen. 


The problem of every nation Is to gu&nt 


Itself from attack and when it. become* 
involved In war. to be in a position to fi^r- 
nish stern resistance on land or sea by, 
furnishing not • only the necessary, men, 
but the supplies that enable those men 
to continue In the field. 


This does not mean merely the supplies 


that are actually consumed by an army, 
or a navy, although that is a trenmdou*. 
problem In modern warfare when million*, 
of man are Involved on every battle line* 
but it means also the supplies which will 
sustain the greater armies who remain 
at home while the •war lasts. 


Unless a nation can feed the civilian 


population at home and continue its Inter* 
nfi* busiiress in a fairly normal roanneQ 
while the' war lasts, it must necessarily 
submit to terms by Ita adversary before 
the ultimate military strength has been 
launched. 
' 


That Is why the thrift garden. In th« 


opinion of President Wilson and others. 
may play an Important role in deciding 
the present war for America, W« cannot 
continue to waste the odds and ends ot 
agriculture and industry while the wait 
is on, because it may exhaust the nation. 
so much that it will be forced to abandon 
a war on unfavorable terms that It might 
otherwise win. 


It is Impossible to foretell that conse- 


quences of a nation being forced lnt» 
terms. History has afforded many in- 
stances of national torture to the loser 
of a war that has turned a great world 
power into a helpless cripple among na- 
tions. 


The women and children who are rais- 


ing garden produce are therefore entitled 
to feel that they are enlisted no leas than 
the soldier or tho sailor in the actual 
service ot the government of the .United 
States against Germany.

The 
fate of nations, the fate of the world 
is at stake. 


"Two considerations make me feel 


that Russia has passed the stage of 
the world when the future appeared 
vague and uncertain.

cessity of legality which Is widely 
developing and firmly establishing It- 
self throughout tho country. \Thts Is 
based on the fertile democratic doc- 
trine that governments derive their 
Just power from the consent of the 
governed and hence that a strong gov- 
ernment must be created by the will of 
the people. 


War and Russia Sonic Issnc. 


"In the second place and no less Im- 


portant Is the growing conviction that 
the Issues of the revolution and the 
future of Russia's freedom are closely 
connected with the fighting might of 
the country. It is such power It is the 
force of arms which alone can defend 
and make certain the achievements 
of the revolution against autocratic 
aggression. 


"Russia rejects, with 
Indignation, 


any Idea of separate peace. What my 
country Is striving for Is tho establish- 
ment of a firm and lasting peace be- 
tween democratic nations. Russia Is 
nrmly convinced that a separate peace 
would mean tho triumph of German 
autocracy, would render lasting peace 
Impossible, create tho greatest danger 
for democracy and liberty and ever b* 
a threatening 
menace to tho now- 


born freedom of Russia, 


No Time for Uio Mob. 


"One must also realize that the time 


has passed when the fates of nations 
nan b» decided by an Irresponsible 
government or by a few Individuals, 
and the people must shed their blood 
for Issues to them unknown. Wo livo 
In a democratic epoch where people 
who sacrifice their lives should fully 
realize the reasons therefor and thft 
principles for which they are fighting. 


"Conscious of the enormous task,

"Peaceful in Intentions, striving for 


a lasting peace based on democratic 
principles and established by dcmi.- 
cratlc will, the Russian people and its 
army are rallying their forces around 
the banners of freedom, strengthen- 
ing their ranks in cheerful, self-cor- 
sclousncss, to die, but not to be slaves.

MINE SWEEPER 


An Atlantic Port, June 26.—A mine 


sweeping device calculated to pick up 
and safely bring to the surface any 
mines that may be In the path of ves- 
sels is now being attached to a number 
of ships proceeding through the waters 
of the war zone. One of these devices 
was observed on a passenger liner 
which arrived here today.

tached to the bows and when let down 
a netted projection extends a dozen or 
more feet on either side of the ship.

the past 15 years, and were taking ad- 
vantage of a good demand for coal, to 
recoup some of their losses for past 
years which practice was criticized by 
Senator Cummins.
